In  the  desperate  battle  of  Spring- 
field Sigol-s  flank  attack  was  a  disastrous  failure, 
and  iiis  whole  division  was  cut  up,  despite  the 
great  skill  of  the  General,  and  his  tried  abilities 
on  many  a  Imrdfought  field. 

In  war,  the  most  obvious  and  ordinary  of  ali 
efforts  by  Generals,  of  every  grade  and  talent,  is 
to  outflank  the  enemy.  Napoleon  achieved  the 
greatest  and  most  wonderful  of  all  his  successes 
byavoidi-g  his  hackneyed  mode  of  operations, 
-•nd  risking  his  whole  force  on  a  single  desperate 
attack  of  the  center.  Perhaps  it  will  be  said  that 
every  General  Is  not  a  Napoleon,  and  therefore 
such  rl-sks  ought  to  be  avoided.  To  this  we  re- 
ply that  in  everv  battle  where  the  fearful  attacks 
ol  the  center  proved  successful  he  was  on  the 
very  brink  of  destniction.  In  his  first  signal  vic- 
tory at  Marengo,  the  battle  was  actually  lost;  his 
armv  was  thoroughly  beaten  and  flying  in  nil  di- 
rections, when  Dessaix  arrived.  He,  too,  thought 
the  field  lost;  but  Napoleon  renewed  the  contest 
with  the  fresh  troops,  and  won  the  day  by  his  at-

CixcixNATi,  Dec.  26.— Reports  are 
current  to-dav  that  the  Louisville  and 
Nashville  Railroad  has  been  cut  by  the 
rebels  at  Cave  City,  and  that  guerrillas 
are  moving  along  the  road  northward, 
tearing  up  the  track,  burning  bridges, 
&c.,  also,  that  indications  at  Nashville 
point  to  an  engagement,  the  enemy  being 
directly  in  our  front,  and  menacing  each 
of  the  Federal  wings. 

All  the  roads  leading  from  Nashville 
arc  barricaded,  and  trees  have  been  felled, 
to  prevent  the  retreat  of  our  army,  should 
that  alternative  be  deemed  necessary-. 
Bragg  must  be  expecting  a  complete  de- 
feat'to  our  army  thus  to  make  such  exten- 
sive preparation  before  an  attack. 

Gen.  Rosecrans  is  in  good  spirits,  and 
promises  to  render  a  good  account  of 
himself.  His  army  also  say  that  Bragg 
will  never  offer  to  fight  them  again  when 
they  get  through  with  him.  Many  days 
cannot  now  pass  before  important  intelli- 
gence from  that  section  is  received.

charge  still  causes  the  reader  of  history  to  thrill 
as  he  ponders  on  it. 

Our  soldiers  at  Fredericksburg  wore  not  a  whil 
worse  than  those  of  Napoleon.  II  is  troops  recoil- 
ed in  many  a  battle  before  the  awful  fire  of  the  op- 
posing armv,  and  the  bv»t  troops  In  the  world 
sometimes  fail  in  a  charge.  The  British  storm- 
ing party  failed  at  the  Redan  before  Sevastopol. 
They  fled  like  sheep  at  Bunker  Hill  and  New  Or- 
leans. Napoleon's  veterans  from  a  hundred  l«t- 
tle  fiields  were  scattered  to  the  winds  at  Waterloo. 
It  is  idle  to  expect  that  men  with  reasoning  fac- 
ult'es  will  not  recoil  before  such  horrors  as  our 
troops  encountered  at  Fredericksburg.  It  may 
be  said  that  if  this  is  true,  the  charge  in  column 
and  on  the  center  must  be  an  error.  IJut  here  is 
just  the  iwint  wlicre  modern  mUitary  science 
shows  itself  most  triumphantly. 

Napoleon  knew  that  the  risk  of  such  a  charge 
wa^  awful,  and  that  as  in  a  great  war  it  must  al- 
ways be  incre»i=ed  by  the  Aict  that  most  of  the 
troops  in  the  field  are  new  levies,  and,  therefore, 
to  a  certain  extent  untrustworthy.  m«<ans  must 
be  found  to  guard  against  the  possibility  of  their 
being  able  to  take  to  flight.  To  do  this  he  made 
his  charging  columns  nlwnys  very  heavy,  that 
however  great  the  slaughter  might  tc  in  front, 
no  one  could  turn  and  flee,  as  the  vast  multitude 
pressed  forward  in  the  rear  prevented  it. 

Macdonald's  charging  column  at  Wagram  start- 
ed out  some  eighteen  thousand  strong,  and  when 
It  reached  the  Austrian  lines  had  only  eighteen 
hundred  left.  But  it  broke  the  enemy's  lino  and 
gained  the  victory. 

Something  of  these  tactics  was  resorted  to  by 
Burnside  in  the  late  battle.    When  Meade's  Divi- 
sion, after  its  successful  charge,  broke  before  the 
fearful  fire  of  the  enemy,  Birney's  Division  was 
immediately  pushed  forward,  and  drove  back  the 
enemy,  and  took  several  hundred  prisoners.    This 
method  of  atjack  is  now  the  accepted  one  in  all 
the  European  armies.    The  Russians  used  it  at 
Inkerman,  and  despite  the  dreadful  slaughter, 
they  would  have  succeeded  but  for  the  timely  arri- 
val of  the  French.    Napoleon  III  used  it  at  Ma- 
genta and  Solferino,  and  the  carnage  was  so  great 
that  for  months  after  these  conflicts  the  Kmperor'g 
nerves  were  completely  unsettled,  and  his  mind 
filled  with  morbid  images.    Santa  Anna  adopted 
it  at  Beuna  Vista,  and  at  one  time,  notwithstand- 
ing the  bravery  of  our  troops  and  the  strength  of 
our  position,  he  came  near  succeeding.    But  Tay- 
lor arrived  at  the  right  spot  at  the  opportune 
moment,  and  renewed  the  battle  with  Bragg's 
battery,  O'Brien's  having  been  lost. 

Here  is  just  the  perilous  point.  The  method  of 
attack  is  never  a  thing  without  risk,  and  requires 
a  General  of  great  resources  and  unbounded  cour- 
age.

This  morning  the  sun  stniggled  up 
through  the  obscuring  mists  which  over- 
hung the  landscape,  but  her  rays  were  for 
an  hour  or  two  intercepted  by  some  ashen 
clouds  slowly  drilling  overhead.

Where  are 
our  men  ?  A  long  sheet  of  flame  from 
the  skirt  of  the  woods  at  the  foot  of  the 
liilb,  a  cloud  of  smoke,  a  roar  and  rattle 
of  musketry,  tell  their  whereabouts. 
The  advance  column  halts,  delivers  a 
hasty  fire. 

A  continuous  stream  of  fugitives  from 
the  front  scour  across  the  fields  rearwards  ; 
some  are  halted  and  formed   in  squads, 
but  can  never  be  forced  again  to  go  to  the 
front,  except  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet. 
The  smoke  now  mostly  shuts  the   comba- 
tants from  the  view  of  the  distant  specta- 
tor.    There  is  breaking  of  ranks  among 
the  enemy,  rallying  and  re -rallying,  but 
of  no  avail.     TJiey  cannot  stand  the  mur- 
derous  fire.

THE  STOR.MIXG  OF  TUE  HILL. 

The  Yankees  commenced  the  storming 
of  the  hill  at  half-past  eleven  o'clock  a.  m. 
with  si.\  brigades,  and  were  repulsed  four 
times,  with  immense  slaughter.  They 
were  mowed  down  by  hundreds.  'J'he 
firing  was  kept  up  incessantly  until  '6 
o'clock.  Col.  Walton's  battery  held  the 
heights,  pouring  a  murderous  fire  into  the 
advancing  columns.  Tlie  batterries  on 
tlie  heights,  keeping  up  a  continual  stream 
of  lire,  each  volley  thinning  the  ranks  of 
the  enemy  in  a  terrible  manner. 

The  battery  of  Capt.  Miles  C.  Macon, 
of  Richmond,  covered  itself  with  glory. 
The  fire  was  opened  on  the  storming  reg- 
iments by  this  battery.  The  railroad  gap 
at  one  time  was  filled  with  Yankees,  when 
a  well  directed  shot  from  the  battery  ex- 
ploded in  the  midst,  killing  about  fifty  of 
the  hirelings.  Captain  Macon's  battery 
was  hotly  engaged  on  the  11th,  12th  and 
l;ith,  and  won  the  admiration  of  all  the 
comuianding  oflicers  by  the  coolness  and 
precision  exhibitad  by  the  men  in  hand- 
ling their  guns.  Astonishing  to  say,  not 
a  man  of  this  company  was  killed  or 
wounded. 

One  rifle   piece  of  Ewbank's    battery, 
near  the  centre,  has  been  engaged.      On 
Saturday   afternoon  it  played    upon  the 
Yankee  brigade  driven  by  llill's  men  from 
the  wood'.s   in  front  of  Bernard's.     This 
portion  of  the   battery   has  been  under  a 
lieavy   fire   for   three  days  past,  but  has 
fortunately   suffered   no   loss.      The  re- 
mainder of  Captain  Ewbank's  guns  are  so 
disposed  that  they  will  perforin  efficient 
service  when  called  upon,  in  which  event 
we  expect  to  chronicle  a  brilliant  achieve- 
ment on  the  part  of  this  gallant  command. 
Late  iu  the  afternoon  comes  the  mag- 
nificent charge  of  a  regiment  of  Hood's 
division  across   the   plain,  routing  a  bri- 
gade from  a  line   of  the  railroad,   and 
while  under  the  consentrated   fire   of  a 
battalion  of  artillery,  driving  the  enemy 
from  the  skirt  of  woods  before  mentioned, 
capturing  forty-one  prisoners,  represent- 
ing six  regiments,  and  on  the  whole  cov- 
ering themselves  with  ineflTaceable  glory. 

THE  EXTEXT  OF  OUR  VICTORY. 

As  the  mist  rises  from  the  fight,  and 
the  clouds  clear  away  from  the  battle,  the 
extent  of  our  victory,  and  the  Yankee  de- 
feat, begins  -40  show  itself.     Intelligent 
citizens  of  Fredericksburg  say  that  the 
Yankees  admit  a  great  defeat,  and  a  loss 
during  the  whole  engagement,  beginning 
at  the  passage  of  the  river,  and  ending 
with  Saturday's  great  fight,  of  15,000.  It 
is  also  said,  upon  what  1  regard  as  trust- 
worthy authority,  that  the  Yankee  oflicers 
were  anxious  to  renew  the  fight  on   Sun- 
day, but  that  the  men  were  demoralized 
and  could  not  be  gotten  up  to  the  mark. 
Some  of  their  prisoners,  likewise,  confirm 
the  report  that  bayonets  and  sharpshoot- 
ers  were    used  in   forcing  up  the  men  to 
the  terrible  work  of  Saturday  ;   and  they 
further  say  that  they  were  threatened  with 
the  fire  of  their  own  batteries  should  they 
falter.     I  think  it  cannot  be  questioned 
that  whiskey  rations  were  freely  supplied 
to  the  Yankees  previous  to  going  into  ac- 
tion.    But  all  this   was  to  no  purpose. 
The  Yankees  had  essayed  a  task  which  no 
army  ever  marshalled,  or  that  ever  will 
be  organized,   could  have  accomplished. 
To  have  driven  us  from  our  position  and 
to  have  taken  it,  was  a  work  compared 
with  which  the    storming  of    Gibraltar 
would  be  child's  play.     To  appreciate  the 
strength  of  our  position  it  must  be  seen. 
Suffice  it  to  say,  that  we  had  'Stonewalls' 
at  both  ends  of  the  line— Jackson  on  the 
right,  and  the  stone  fence  on  the  left,  at 
Fredericksburg.      No     other    man   than 
Bumside  would  have  attempted  so  diffi- 
cult and  foolhardy  an  adventure. 

Truly  may  it  be  said  that  the  Yankees 
slain  in  battle  have  been  ♦•  butchered  to 


our  side,  of  brave  spirits  to  oppose  them, 
and  choice  positions  in  which  our  men  can 
arrange  to  dispute  their  march.  The  re- 
sults arc  glorious.  Lee,  Jackson  and 
Longstreet,  as  well  as  the  gallant  men 
under  their  commands,  deserve  our  never 
ceasing  thanks. 

THE   YANKEE  WOUNDED. 

At  the  summit,  to-day,  ranged  side  by 
side  with  our  men,  were  the  Yankee 
wounded,  receiving  the  same  care  and 
enjoying  like  kind  treatment  with  our 
unfortunate  defenders.  Surely  any  one 
but  men  dead  to  honor  and  lost  to  all 
principle  and  sentiment  would  appreciate 
this.  But  upon  a  Y.tnkee  such  acts  of 
kindness  nuake  no  impression.  Indeed, 
it  is  a  shining  light  in  the  darkness,  a 
bright  page  in  our  history,  that  we  can 
hereafter  proudly  point  to  as  illustrating 
our  character,  tone  and  Christianity. 
That  when  our  people  were  driven  from 
their  homes,  which  were  shelled  over 
their  heads,  aud  tlnir  abandoned  property 
was  destroyed  amid  wild  riot  .ind  unjus- 
tifiable license,  they  wlio  were  the  victims 
of  their  injustice,  could  forget  their 
wrongs  and  injuries,  and  bear  the  cup  of 
cold  water  and  the  wine  of  nourishment 
to  their  enemies. 

THE  DESTRUCTION  OK  PROPFllTy. 

The  wanton  destruction  of  property  in 
town  can  neither beimaginedordescribed. 
Had  so  many  demons  from  perdition  been 
unchained   and  commissioned   to    wreak 
vengeance,  the   ill-fated   city   coidd   not 
h.ave  fared  wcrse,     x\ll  that  was  edible 
has  been  devoured  by   the   luingiy  Yan- 
kees, whilst  clothing  has  been  stolen  from 
almost  every  house,    the   furniture   reck- 
lessly destroyed  or  thrown  into  the  streets, 
beds  ripped  open,  pictures  disfigured  and 
destroyed,  pianos    ruthlessly   rolihcd    of 
the  keys.     Indeed,  every  conceivable   in- 
jury that  devilish  malice  or   theiving   lust 
could  invent,  was  resorted  to   during  the 
memorable  four  days  of  the  last  occupa- 
tion— a  time  which  will  never   be   effaced 
from  the  meraorits  of  the  gallant  few  who 
stuck   it  out.     The   Baptist   chuivh   has 
been  nearly  riJdIed  by   shells,   whilo   all 
the  pews   have  been  torn   out   to  make 
room  for  the  si;:k,  who  were  spread   upon 
the  pew  cushions.     The    same  condition 
of  tilings  are  visible  in  the   basement   of 
the  Episcopal  church  ;  our  informant  did 
not  visit  the   main  body   of  the   edifice. 
The    orphan    asylum.    Dr.    Scott's,     F. 
Slaughter's  and  S.  S.    Ilowison's  houses 
were  used   as   hospitals.      In   all,    some 
twenty   houses  have  been  destroyed,  and 
the  loss  of  property  of  one  kind  aii'l   an- 
other cannot  fall  much  short  of  $2."iO,000. 
Brompton,  the  elegant  in.".nsion  ofJohn 
L.    !Marye,    was    well    nigh    destroyed. 
There  are  some  fifty   cannon   ball  holes 
through  the  parlor  alone. 

XARKOW   ESCAri:   OK   OEX.   JACK.SOX. 

Gen.  Stonewall  Jackson,  whom  many 
almost  believe  leads  a  charmed  life,  had  a 
very  narrow  escape.  J  le  was  watching 
the  battle  , standing  at  the  time  near  an  oak 
tree,  when  a  bullet  struck  no  more  than 
two  inches  above  his  head.

GThe  laat  Cal>in«t  Crisis. 

Amid   the   conflicting  accounts  of  the 
last  Cabinet  crisis,  that  which  has  seemed 
to  HS  the  most  reliable,  is  furnished  by  a 
letter  from  Washington,  Avritten  by  Henry 
J.  Raymond   to  his  own  paper,  the  New 
York  Times.     The  movement  for  a  Cab- 
inet change,  seems  to  have  been  suddenly 
sprung  on  a  portion   of  the  Republican 
Senators,   by  those  who  are  most  hostile 
to  Mr.   Seward,  and,   at  the  first  session 
of  the  Republican   caucus,  Mr.  Seward's 
removal   was   the   only   object  aimed  at. 
The  tardy   prosecution   of  the  war,  the 
sending  of  Banks  to  the  Gulf,  and  opposi- 
tion to  the  Emancipation  Proclamation — 
were  imputed  to  IVIr.  Seward. 

At  this  session  of  the  caucus,  no  result 
was  arrived  at,  the  conservatives  demand- 
ing and  obtaing  delay. 

At  the  next  session,  twenty-nine  Sena- 
tors were  present.  Mr.  Harris  proposed 
that  a  reconstruction  of  the  Cabinet  be  in- 
sisted on,  so  that  the  movement  TOi;iht 
not  appear  solely  as  an  attack  en  Mr. 
Seward.  Senator  Wilson  cleared  Sew- 
ard from  any  responsibility  as  to  the 
Banks  Expedition,  and  it  was  stated  that 
"so  far  from  opposing  the  emancipation 
proclamation,  Mr.  Seward  not  only  gave 
It  his  support  at  the  time  it  was  issued, 
but  suggested  and  caused  to  be  inserted 
one  of  the  most  important  of  the  provi- 
sions which  it  embodies." 

Mr.  Harris'  substitute  of  "reconstruc- 
tion," was  amended  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Fessenden,  to  read  ''partial  reconstruc- 
tion," when  after  considerable  debate  it 
passed,  all  present,  save  Mr.  King,  vot- 
ing aye. 

A  committee  of  nine  then  waited  on  the 
President— viz  :  Collamer,  Sumner,  Fes- 
senden, Harris,  Howard,  Wade,  Trum- 
bull, Grimes  and  Browning. 

Mr.  Seward  got  the  start  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  before  the  caucus  had  adjourn- 
ed, he  and  his  son  had  handed  in  their 
resignations,  to  take  immediate  effect. 

He  declined  to  converse  with  the  Pres- 
ident on  the  subject  of  his  resignation, 
and  performed  none  of  the  duties  of  his 
office  except  the  necessary  routine  busi- 
ness. 

On  the  evening  of  Thursday  the  18th, 
the  committee  read  a  brief  paper  contain- 
ing their  views,  urging  a  more  vigorous 
prosecution  of  the  war,  but  free  from  any 
personal  allusions. 

The  President    replied  in   effect  that 
"  what  the  country  wanted,  was  military 
success.     Without  that  nothing  could  go 
right — with  that  nothing  could  go  wron". 
*     *     •  If  he  had  a  Cabinet  of  Angels, 
they  could  not  give  the  countiy  military 
success,  and  that  was   what  was   wanted 
and  must  be  bad."    He  then  asked   the 
committee,   individually,   to  express   his 
opinion  as  to  Mr.   Seward's  withdrawal. 
Messrs.  Fessenden  and  Grimes  declined 
for  different    reasons.    Messrs.    AVade, 
Trumbull,    and   Sumner,  were  unequivo- 
cally for  the  acccptjince  of  Mr,  Seward's 
resignation.     Messrs.  Collamer  and  Har- 
ris were  against  it — on  account  of  its 
probable  distracting  effect. 

Mr.  Raymond  thinks  that  if  Mr.  Sew- 
ard goes  out  an  entire  reconstruction  will 
be  inevitable — excepting  Mr.  Chase — 
whose  continuance  m  office  seems  de- 
manded by  common  consent. 

The  inciting  and  immediate  cause  of  the 
movement  against  Mr.  Sei^ard  was  the 
Fredericksburg  disaster,  connected  as  it 
seemed  to  be  with  the  sending  of  Banks 
to  the  Gulf— which  was  attributed  to  Mr. 
Seward.

Editors  of  the  Press : 

HENr-EHSOS,  Dec.  27, 18C2. 
The  facts  in  regard  to  the  unfortunate 
accident  which  resulted  in  the  death  of 
privates  Joseph  Boniiey  and  Edwin  A. 
Fessenden,  of  Company  D,  lOth  regiment 
Minnesota  Volunteers,  stationed  at  Hen- 
derson, are  as  follows : 

On  the  22d  inst.,  they  were  tried  by 
Maj.  Cook,  of  the  10th  regiment,for  drunk- 
enness and  disorderly  conduct,  upon  charg- 
es preferred  by  Lieut.  Davis,  and  were  re- 
manded back  to  the  guard-house,  to  await 
his  decision.     The   gtiard-housc   used  at 
Henderson  was  the  jail,  belonging  to  the 
county.     This  jail  was  the  only  safe  place 
of  confinement  in  the  town,  and  had  been 
used  for  these  men  during  the  eight  days 
of  their  confinement,  ic  being  fitted  up  in  a 
comfortable  manner,  with  stove,  &c.  The 
character  of  the  building  may  be  judged 
from  a  brief  description  given  of  it  before 
the  Coroners  inquest.     It  was   built  of 
hewed  oak  logs,  eighteen  inches  square. 
The  ends  were   dovetailed  together,  and 
the  logs  pinned  to  each  other  with  three 
inch  pins.     The  sides,  floor  and   ceiling 
were  of  the  same   kind  of  timbers.     On 
either    side    were    two  small    windows, 
grated  by  round  crow-bars,  one  and  one- 
half  inches  in  thickness,  with  strong  double 
iloors,  the  outside  one  four  inches  thick, 
and  the  inside  one   constructed  of  three 
and  one  half  inch  bar  iron  with  cross-bars 
ol  some  kind  bolted  together,  and  double 
locked. 

About  half-past  five  o'clock,  on  the  23d 
inst,,  the  night  rained  so  severely,  the 
guard  who  was  to  see  that  the  wants  of 
the  prisoners  were  supplied,  visited  them, 
gave  them  their  supper,  furnished  them 
their  wood,  gave  them  a  pail  full 
of  water,  candle,  &c.,  and  was  re- 
turning to  the  quarters  when  he  was  re- 
cpiested  by  two  ladies  to  see  them  to  their 
homes,  about  eighty  miles  distant.  The 
night  being  dark,  rainy  and  very  slippery, 
he  complied,  and  while  absent,  the  fire 
occurred. 

A  little  after  six  o'cltick,  a  corporal  of 
the  same  company,  living  in  a  house  op- 
posite to  the  jail,  was  called   to  go  to  the 
Jail,  there  being  a  disturbance  there.     He 
went  and  found  the  prisoners  apparently 
under  the    influence    of  liquor.      They 
had  set  fire  to  the  corner  of  the  jail, 
which  was  wood  and  very  dry.  He  begged 
them  to  put  out  the  fire,  which  could  have 
easily  been  done.     They  refused  to  do  so, 
saying  they  were  running  that  institution  : 
cursed  him  bitterly,  and  told  him  to  mind 
his  own  business.     The  alarm  was  at  once 
given,  and  another  mciuber  of  the  same 
company  came,  while  the  fire  was  yc-t  small, 
it  being  built  of  stove  wood  and  boards 
set  up  against  the  corner.  He  too  begged 
them  to   put  out  the  fire.     They  refused, 
when  the  fire  dying  out  a  little,  one  said 
to  the  other,  "  our  fire  is  going  out — put 
on  your  feather  bed."    Whereupon  the 
other  tookup  straw,  put  it  upon  the  wood, 
which  made  a  bright  blaze,  and  upon  the 
fire,  cast  his  straw  tick  filled  with  straw. 
The  fire  then  became   exceedingly  hot, 
and  the  smoke  very  dense.     The  language 
used  toward  those  who    would    gladly 
have  been  their  deliverers,  was    madly 
wicked,  insulting  and  defiant. 

By   this  time  the  soldiers  of  the  com- 
pany were  there,  aud  a  large  number  of 
citizens.     They  threw  water  on  the  flames, 
which  only  increased  the  smoke,  battered 
down  the  outside  door,  tore  off  the  roof 
over  the  timbers,  and  commenced  batter- 
ing the  strong  inside  iron  door.     This  so 
deranged  the  lock  that  when  the  keys 
came,  it  would  not  work.     Efforts  were 
redoubled  to  break  down  the  door,  which 
finally  succeeded,  but  too  late.    W^ithin 
twenty  minutes  after  the  alarm  was  given 
the  accident  was  a  fatal  one.     One  of  the 
men  had   died,  and  the  other  only  lived 
about  two  hours. 

The  prisoners  had  apparently  obtained, 
through  some  means,  whiskey,  and  were 
reckless.  The  smaller  one  could  crawl 
over  the  top  of  the  inside  door,  the  open- 
ing being  large  enough  to  permit  him  to 
pass,  and  he  attempted  to  get  out  that  way, 
when  the  larger  one  pulleii  him  back  and 
said,  "If  die  they  must,  he  should  die  too, 
for  he  set  the  fire." 

A  coroner's  inquest  was  held  over  the 
dead  bodies,  composed  of  the  best  men 
in  Henderson,  and  their  finding  was  in  the 
langu.age  of  the  physician,  "Suffocated  by 
iihaling  the  heated  atmosphere  and  smoke 
of  the  burning  building,  set  on  fire  by 
themselves." 

They  suffocated  from  tbj  fire  they  had 
recklessly  kindled,  and  died  from  their 
own  mad  act.  The  burns  were  not  prob- 
ably sufficient  to  cause  their  death. 

They  might  have  saved  themselves  by 
laying  down  near  the  door,  for  there 
would  have  been  no  fire  within  six  feet  of 
them.  They  were  told  to  do  so  until  the 
door  could  be  knocked  optsn,  but  seemed 
so  frightened  and  bewildered  by  tlie 
smoke  that  they  did  not  he«;d  it,  but  rush- 
ed frantically  around  the  building.  Every 
thing  was  done  by  the  citizens  and  sol- 
diers that  could  be  done  to  avert  this  ca- 
lamity, but  failed.  It  was  a  most  sad  af- 
fair, for  the  men  were  not  prepared  for 
death.  They  were  bad  men,  with  fixed  | 
and  incorrigible  habits  of  drunkenness. 

Everything  about  the  building  was  icy 
and  slippery— the  night  intensely  dark— 
the  absence  of  the  key  at  the  outset  of  the 
fire,  and  the  spoiling  of  the  lock  among 
the  first  acts  for  the  r6.'!*»f  of  these  men, 
all  seemed  to  render  it  itupcssible  to  save 
them,  and  in  spite  of  all  efforts,  their  self- 
destruction  was  complete.

The  seventy-sixth  asteroid  has  been 
discovered  by  M.  D'Arrest,  of  the  Obser- 
vatory of  Cojienhagen.

Gex.  BuTLEit — so  says  a  New  Orleans 
correspondent  of  the  New  York  Times — 
expresses  it  as  his  conviction  and  the  con- 
viction of  his  most  intelligent  officers, 
that  slavery  is    doomed. 

Ho  says  that  w^Ith  every  prejudice 
and  early  tcnchlng  against  the  resuU, 
which  his  expez-ionoc  here  has  brought  his 
convictions,  that  he  is  convinced: 

First — That  labor  can  be  done  In  Lou- 
isiana by  Avhitei  more  economically  than 
by  blacks. 

Second— That  black  labor  can  be  as 
well  governed,  used  and  made  jirolitable 
in  a  state  of  freedom  as  in  slavery. 

Third — That  while  it  would  have  been 
better  could  the  emancipation  of  the  slaves 
been  grailual,  yet  it  is  <piite  feasible,  even 
under  the  present  great  change  as  a  gov- 
ernment proposition,  to  organize,  control 
and  work  the  negro  with  profit  and  salctv 
to  the  white,  but  th.at  this  can  best  be 
done  under  military  supervision. 

The  new  year's  Proclamation  of  Free- 
dom will  be  issued  without  fail,  and  the 
President  is  now  considering  its  terms. 
He  also  decl.ares  that  he  has  determined 
to  garrison  the  Southern  forts,  and  hold 
the  banks  of  the  great  southern  rivers 
with  black  soldiers. 

A  XEW  edition  of  Browning's  poetical 
works  is  announced  in  London ;  also  a 
new  long  poem  from  him,  entitled  "Christ- 
mas Eve  and  Easter  Day."  The  friends 
and  admirers  of  JIrs  .Browning  are  wait- 
ing with  interest  the  complete  edition  of 
her  writing.';,  with  a  fitting  biography, 
which  is  the  jjublic's  due,  and  no  doubt  is 
already  in  preparation.  Michclet,  the 
French  philosopher  and  historian,  has  is- 
sued a  work  on  Sorcery — a  combination 
of  history  and  philosophy  on  magic,  jug- 
glery, witchcraft,  spiritualism,  &c. 

Mr.  Russell,  the  former  American  cor- 
respondent of    the  London    Tijnes,  will 
soon  publish   in   London   his  American 
Diary,  or   Personal    E.xperiences    of  tlie 
Civil  War  m  America,  and  selling  abroad 
for  $.3,25.     We  believe   most   Americans 
now  admit  that  we  did  not  make  much  in 
exchanging  Russell  for  iVIackay  :    and  it 
is  very  certain  that,  unfair  as  it  may  have 
been,  Russell  is  more  the  friend   and  de- 
fender of  the  North  than  any  other  of  the 
Times^  writers.      Indeed,  it   is  believed 
among    journalists   abroad   that  Russell 
would  not  write  sufliclently   venomously 
against  the  North  to  .suit  t!ie  Times''  man- 
agers, and  that  ho  has  lost  his  connection 
with  that  paper  in  consequence.     lie  is, 
however,  the  editor  £,nd   part  proprietor 
of  the  Army  and  Navy  Gazette,  a  weekly 
London  journal,  devoted  to  the   interests 
of  these  two  braucher  of  tde  British  ser- 
vice. 

The  famous  Dusseldorf  Gallery  in 
New  York  is  breaking  up.  Several  of 
its  best  paintings  have  already  been  bought 
by  private  parties,  and  the  balance  were 
offered  at  auction  on  Friday.  The  mar- 
ble statue  of  the  "Fisher  Giri,"  belonging 
to  the  same  concern,  was  sold  at  the  same 
time. 

An  old  tradition,  published  many  years 
ago,  and  now  in  the  keeping  of  the  Bri- 
tish Museum,  contains  the  following  as  to 
the  matters  to  transpire  the  year  succeed- 
ing a  Christmas  on  Thursday :

Of  deeds  he  shall  be  good  and  stable, 
Wise  of  speech  and  reasonable. 
Whoso  that  day  goes  thieving  about, 
Shall  be  punished  without  a  doubt; 
And  if  sickness  that  day  betide, 
It  shall  quickly  from  thee  glide.

barrels  of  excellent  clothing   were   sent  Monetary. 

from  the  Fort  Street  Presbyteriin  Church, 
Rev.  Dr.  Eldridge  ;  and  three  large  boxes 
and  two  barrels  full  of  clothing  with   a 
check  for  62^  dollars  from  other  ladies  of 
that    city.    In  the  whole   miscellaneous 
supply,  there  wasnotasingle  poor,  shab- 
by article ;   not  a  thing  which  was  not 
suited  to  their  necdii.     There  were  pieces 
of   flannel,    brown    muslin   and  calico, 
with  thread  and  needles  for  making  it  up, 
a  quantity  of  new,  thick  woollen  under- 
clothing, dozens  of  pairs  of  woollen  hose, 
with  a  quantity  of  new  boots  and  shoes  for 
children.     The  balance  was  of  serviceable 
clothing  for  men,  women  and  children  of 
all  sizes.     Sufferers  flocked  in  from   far 
and  near.     The  lower  room  of  the  Hope 
Engin  House  was  crowded  with  the  eager 
refugees.     A   woman    claiming    supplies 
l)T      less     than    six     children    was     a 
rarity,    and     the    ladies    came     to    the 
conclusion  that  eight  was  about  the  aver- 
age  numl)er.     The    distribution  was  no 
easy  matter,  but  it  was  done  as  well  as  it 
could  be  in  the  judgment  of  the  distribu- 
tors,and  was  at  least  impartial.  Undoubt- 
edly, there  were  some  mistakes  made,  ss 
in  the  case  of  one   man  shoving  out  his 
bundle,  who,  in  answer  to  the   (piestion, 
wh.re  do  you  come  from,  was  overheard 
to  respond  in  a  low  tone — "From  Wash- 
ington county ;"  and  in  the  instance  of 
two  neat-looking  Swede  women,  as  sturdy 
and  immovable  as  their  own  Scandinavian 
Mountains,  who  could  speak  nothing  but 
Swedish,   trying   to    make    their    wants 
known  through  a  woman  who  knew  noth- 
in*"  but  Dutch,  to  an  American  who  knew 
neither.      And   it    b    at  least    doubtful 
whether  the  clothes  and  the  children  were 
a  fit  when    brought  together.     At  any 
rate  the   vivid   pantomime  of  the  Dutch 
women,   the  dazed    incomprehension  of 
the  Swedes,  and  the  puzzled  helplessness 
of  the   Ivly   contributors   were    quite  a 
tableau.      However,     in    three     succes- 
sive Fridays    the    wants.      And    if   the 
ladies    of   Detroit  could    see   the  com- 
fortable    shadows     of    themselves     and 
their  children  walking  our  streets  to-day, 
they  would  know  that  they  had  relieved 
much    suffering,    and     brought    comfort 
where  it  is  sorely  needed.

Rev.  W.  Speer,  of  Lake  City,  is  deliv- 
ering a  course  of  three  lectures,  on  Chi- 
na and  the  East.  The  first  lecture  of  the 
course  was  delivered  on  Christmas  even- 
ing. Subject,  Manners  and  Customs  of 
the  Chinese. 

Mr.  Speer  has  had  tlie  experience  of  a 
residence  of  four  years  in  China,  as  a 
missionary,  and  has  been  engaged  in  the 
missionary  work  in  California  among  the 
Chinese,  perhaps  as  long.  He  has  bro't 
home  withhim,  Chinese  maps,  engravings, 
paintings,  carved  work — and  a  great  va- 
riety of  curiosities — with  which  he  illus- 
trates hs  lectures. 

The  second  lectui^  was  delivered 
on  Saturday  evening.  Subject — Lan- 
guages, Books  and  Gcivernment. 

The  third  and  last  lecture  of  tl"e|coursc 
has  been  fi.xed  for  this  Tuesday  evening. 
Subject — Religious  System,  Morals  and 
Mis.ions.

Among  the  "trophies"  which  were  se- 
cured by  our  army  on  taking  possession 
of  Oxford,  Mississippi,  were  a  parcel  of 
letters  found  on  the  premises  of  Jacob 
Thompson,  Secretary  of  the  Interior  dur- 
ing Buchanan's  administration.  Such  of 
them  as  were  of  public  interest  have  been 
published  in  the  New  York  Iribune.  But 
for  the  space  they  would  occujiy,  we 
would  reprint  them,  for  the  light  they 
throw  on  tlie  inner  history  of  the  war. 

The  first  letter  is  from  Mr.  J.  K.  Oli- 
ver, ("late  of  Wisconsin,"  we  are  .sorry 
to  see,)  begging  a  position  in  the  Com- 
missary Department  of  the  rebel  service. 
He  says  he  came  South  "  with  the  deter- 
mination to  do  all  in  my  power  to  whip 
out  those  Yankees,"  and  would  probably 
have  done  so  "but  finding  my  rhisi:al 
strength  not  sufficient  for  so  Laborous 
work  I  was  forced  to  take  an  Endeffinett 
Furlough."  So  much  for  Mr.  Oliver  — 
"Late  of  Wisconsin." 

The  next  letter,  dated  Feb.  14,  1860, 
is  written  to  Mr.  Thompson  by  Mr.  W. 
W.  Holden,  from  Raleigh,  North  Caro- 
lina. Mr.  Holden  deprecates  the  nomi- 
nation of  !Mr.  Douglas,  while  very  friend- 
Iv  to  Mr.  Buchanan,  who  "h.is  been  true 
to  the  South  on  the  vitai  and  paramount 
issue."  Alluding  to  the  prtilerences  ol 
North  Carolina,  he  says  :  "Our  delegi- 
tion,  I  think,  would  find  no  difficulty  in 
voting  as  a  unit  for  Mr.  BuehBnan,  Gen. 
Lane,  Mr.  Breckinridge,  Mr.  Hunter, 
Mr.  Dickinson,  or  Mr.  Seymour." 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Kennedy,  the  Cen- 
sus Superintendent,  follows,  of  the  date 
of  April  9,  1851.  The  letter  reveals  the 
strong  personal  attachments  existing  be- 
tween the  families  of  Messrs.  Brown  and 
Kennedy,  and  so  far  is  a  good  letter,  but 
the  fact  that  Mr.  K«.'nnedy,  then  holding 
a  high  office  under  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, deems  it  proper  to  write  to  Mr. 
Brown  with  reference  to  the  intentions 
of  the  Administration  as  to  supplying 
Fort  Sumter,  and  other  important  move- 
ments, shows  what  an  utter  demoraliza- 
tion prevailed  among  the  subordinate  offi- 
cials at  Washingtoa. 

Und^r  date  of  March  23d,  1861,  Mr. 
Albert  II.  Campbell,  a  clerk  in  the  In- 
terior Department,  writes  a  rather  piquant 
letter,  lie  says  :  "  This  Department  is 
now  calld  the  Department  of  Indiana,'''' 
and  "prairie  chickens"  are  plenty.  This 
Mr.  Campbell  is  an  unblushing  rebel,  yet 
holds  his  place  under  good-natured  Caleb 
Smith,  who  can't  find  it  in  his  heart  to 
suspect  anybody,  or  hardly  to  remove 
those  who  are  shown  to  be  traitors. 

The  next  letter  gives  some  rich  dis- 
clos'iree  as  to  the  insignificant  machinery 
which  suffered  for  a  while  to  create  the 
impression  that  there  was  a  large  anti- 
coercion  party  in  New  York.  It  was 
written  by  Mr.  T.  W.  McMabon,  and 
dated  "New  York,  Jan.  15th,  1861." 
He  alludes  to  an  anti-coercion  meeting 
which  was  engineered  by  Marshal  Ryii- 
I  ders,  (then  holding  a  Federal  office,  and 
not  removed  for  treason.)  Mr  llorton, 
and  the  redoubtable  Mr.  McMahon.  He 
also  describes  the  immense  sensation  pro- 
duced by  the  "anti-Republican  handbills," 
which  flooded  the  city.  He  says  groups 
of  people  gather  around  perusing  them, 
when  a  conflict  generally  ensues.  The 
Republicans  already  imagine  that  they 
are  stepping  upon  a  volcano.  He  says 
further,  "and  all  this  is  the  work  of  two 
or  three  men,  at  their  own  expense,  and 
without  means  to  afford  its  continuance." 
It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  he 
couldn't  get  a  shilling,  for  this  Anti- 
Republican  "  volcano"  operation"  from 
the  "mercantile  clashes." 

He  earnestly  begs  for  money  to  keep 
up  his  "file  in  the  rear"  which  makes  so 
big  a  blaze  at  so  little  cost  for  fuel.  With 
even  $100  he  could  create  a  fearful  amount 
of  anti-coercion  sentiment.  What  he 
would  do   if  he  had  the  necessary  "tin  " 

he  thus  indicates : 

This  will  enable  inc  to  got  out  another  hand- 
bill; calling  upon  the  people  to  arouse;  show- 
ing that  tlie  cry  of  *•  enforcing"  the  laws  is 
despotic:  that  o6e(/»enc« to' the  laws  on  the  part 
of  llepublicanism  would  restore  peace,  harmony' 
ttc, 

How  faithfully  the  "  butternut"  Demo- 
cratic papers  have  followed  this  policy  of 
the  ingcnius  Mr.  McMahon,  need  not  be 
enlarged  upon  just  now. 

We  have,  also,  a  letter  from  a  Mr. 
Malcolm,  dated  Washington,  February 
14th,  1861.  Mr.  Malcolm  was  another  of 
the  clerks  in  the  department  of  the  interi- 
or, who  thought  that  rebel  sentiments 
were  consistent  with  office  holding  under 
the  Government  he  was  doing  his  little  ut- 
most to  destroy,  Mr.  Malcolm  has  a 
hearty  contempt  for  his  fellow  clerks,  of 
traitorous  proclivities,  who  endeavor  to 
conceal  them. 

He  says  "  a  great  number  of  the  clerks 
are  fawning  on  the  black  Republicans." 
Thi.o,  Malcolm  will  not  do — but  says,  "  I 
am  a  Southern  Rights  Democrat,  and  un- 
der that  banner  I  will  keep  aiy  position 
and  no  other."  He  needed  no  other  un- 
der the  Buchanan  Administration.  He 
•ays  be  waa  hauled  up  oa  the  charge  of

We  very  much  regret  to  have  to  call 
the  attention  of  AIr.  Alpricii  to  a  very 
singular  and  important  omission  in  the 
collection  of  testimonials  to  his  good 
character,  which  were  yesterday  published 
by  him  in  his  newspaper  organ.  Among 
all  these  numerous  interesting  certificates 
from  complaijant  members  of  (Congress, 
Heads  of  Departments,  Ex-Commission- 
er.-<,  Ex-Attorneys,  &c.,  we  are  sorry 
that  we  can  find  no  letter  from  the  Comp- 
troller  of  the  Treastiry,  the  only  officer  of 
the  Government  having  actual  official  cog' 
nizanceofthefactsinthe  ease — and  the 
only  one,  therefore,  whose  testimony  can 
have  even  the  slightest  weight  in  deter- 
mining the  question  at  issue  in  the  libel 
suit  which,  Mr.  Aldrich  has  institute  1 
against  the  Prks8. 

This  omission  is  tlie  more  remarkable 
as  we  have  repeatedly  indicated  our  en- 
tire willingness  to  rest  the  whole  contro- 
versy  with  the  decision  of  the  Comptrol- 
ler, and  arged  Mr.  Aldrich  to  procure 
from  that  office,  the  testimony  necessary 
to  his  acquittal,  if  such  could  be  had. 
We  trust  that  this  oversight  may  be  im- 
mediately repaired,  and  if  Mr.  Aldrich 
has  obtained  any  letter  from  Mr.  Whittle- 
sey unon  the  subject — and  we  hare  every 
reason  to  believe  he  has — no  ore  will  b« 
more  happy  than  we  to  learn  (hit  it  ex- 
plains away  the  damaging  implications  of 
the  official  record,  or  more  forward  to 
give  him  the  benefit  of  an  ofTicial  exculpa- 
tion. 

Wc  have  perused  the  inexpensive  and 
complaisant  compliments  of  Messrs.  Lin- 
coln, Chase,  Smith,  Wilson,  Washbumc, 
Lovejoy,  &c.,  &c.,  with  interest  and 
pleasure,  and  should  be  very  glad  to  be- 
lieve that  these  things  were  always  as 
well  bestowed  as  they  arc  easily  pro- 
cured. 

But  these  gentlemen  have  no  official 
cognizance  of  the  matter — obviously  know 
nothing,  and  must  be  presumed  to  know 
nothing,  of  the  particular  facts  of  the  case 
in  question,  and  their  hastily  formed  opin- 
ions, or  solicited  compliments,  based  as 
they  are  upon  ex  parte  representations  of 
the  facts,  would  not,  wc  presume,  be  en- 
tertained for  a  moment  as  available  evi- 
dence in  a  court  of  law. 

Some  of  them  assume  questions  to  ex- 
ist, and  discuss  them  at  length,  which  the 
«>fficial  record  published  by  us  some  time 
ago  expressly  declares  are  not  involved 
in  the  case  at  all. 

We  published  that  record  five  weeks 
ago  with  the  view  of  giving  Mr.  Aldrich 
ample  time  before  the  session  of  the  Le- 
gislature to  use  whatever  influence  or 
whatever  facilities  hia  long  residence  in 
Washington  would  give  hiui,  tq  obtain  all 
the  testimony,  if  any  existed,  necessary 
to  his  vindication ;  and  we  should  be  only 
too  glad  of  an  opportunity  to  repair  to 
the  fullest  extent  any  injustice  he  can 
show  that  we  have  done  him.  But  as  the 
crimination  is  offi'*ial,  the  exculpation 
must  necessarily  also  be  official.  The 
facts  which  constitute  the  gravamen  of 
the  charge  came  from  public  records, 
which  we  have  published  at  length.  Any 
facts  set  up  in  answer,  we  judge,  must 
also  come  from  the  public  records,  or  he 
must  prove  that  the  records  tbemselves 
are  false. 

One  word  more,  Mr.  Aldrich  states 
upon  the  pretended  "  authority  of  Comp- 
troller Whittlesey,  that  the  cojMes  of  the 
accounts  and  correspondence  published|by 
the  Press  to  support  its  charges,  were 
obtained  from  the  files  of  that  office 
"  surreptitiously  and  by  stealth." 

To  which  we  reply  simply  that  the 
documents  in  que.stion  were  obtained  bv 
tpplication  to  the  proper  officer  ^f  the 
Treasury,  m  entire  conformity  w»  ih  the 
regulations  of  the  Department,  and  that 
fid  **  authority  of  Comptroller  "Whitilc- 
sjy,"  though  not  necessary  -under  the 
rules,  was  granted  for  thai  purpose. 

As  Mr.  Aldrich  has  thns  voluntarily  ac- 
knowledged, however,  that  he  really  had 
m  interview  with  Mr,  Whittlesey  at  last, 
will  he  be  good  enough  to  state  what 
transpired  on  tliat  occasion  in  reference 
to  the  main  question  at  issue,  and  what 
was  the  prec»e  result  of  the  conversation. 
If  he  got  a  letter  from  him,  what  was  it? 
and  if  ho  didn't,  why  didn^t  he  ? 

The  ill-temi>ered  assault  upon  Mr. 
Knox  needs  no  answer  in  a  community 
where  that  gentleman  is  so  widely  known 
and  so  highly  esteemed.

General  Ilerron  started  on  Saturday 
with  a  portion  of  his  cavalry  and  infantry 
for  tho  other  side  of  Boston  Mountains. 

General  Blunt  left  Cone  Hill  at  the 
same  time  by  another  route,  with  his  force. 
They  marched  forty-two  miles,  in  thirty 
hours,  over  a  region  unfavorable  to  rapid 
movements,  and  effected  a  junction  at 
Lee's  Creek,  a  branch  of  the  Arkansas 
lliver,  a  few  miles  above  its  mouth. 

Here  they  encountered  two  rc^ments 
of  rebel  cavalry  whom  they  put  to  rout, 
after  a  short  engagement,  leaving  seven 
killed  and  many  wounded.  Our  loss  was 
trifling. 

Ilindman  is  on  the  opposite  shore  of 
Let's  Creek,  but  is  unable  or  unwilling 
to  engage  our  troops,  who  are  eager  to 
D\oet  him  apain,  and  drive  from  the 
country.

Ileld, 
That  08  the  lien  of  A  had  not  been  perfected  at 
t'le  time  of  tho  repeal  of  tlie  act  of  1855,  it  vas 
1  >st  againtit  the  mortgage  of  B,  nnd  that  it  could 
r.ot  be  perfected  under  either  ths  act  of  March  20, 
1  iO.'^,  or  Auguat  12, 1858,  80  as  to  ^ain  precedence 
over  the  mortgnga  of  B.  Held  further,  That  the 
act  of  Jtarch  20, 1858,  comprehended  claims  that

A  payment  to  a.  tax  collector  who 
makes  a  demand  with  the  asKssrai-nt  roll  and 
warrant  attached  is  not  voluntsry. 

Where  an  Illegal  tax  Is  coUested  by  a  collector 
and  diarged  to  him  by  the  county  as  taxes  col- 
lected by  him  In  a  general  settlement  of  his  ac- 
counts, the  county  may  be  sued  for  the  tax  as 
having  received  it.

The  act  amendatory  to  said  act  approved  Jnne 
23, 1858,  took  n-om  said  oomiaiadoneri  the  right 
to  draw  said  orders  and  wholly  changed  tbe  ihi- 
bility  of  the  several  counties.

New  York  City,  Dec.  24, 1862. 
Tonr  Excellency : 

Knowing  that  you  will  experience  anx- 
iety concerning  the  conduct  and  fortune 
of  this  regiment,  I  send  you  a  brief  nar- 
rative of  the  part  which  wo  took  on  that 
occasion. 

At  2  o'clock  A.  M.  of  the  11th  inst.,  we 
received  orders  to  be  in  readiness  to 
march,  and  at  6  1-2  o'clock  wc  left  camp, 
and  as  the  left  of  General  Sully's  Brig- 
ade, took  position  in  the  rear  of  an  emi- 
nence in  front  of  Fredericksburg,  near 
the  point  where  the  pontoons  were  to  be 
laid  across  the  Rappahannock.  Tho 
bridge  was  completed  about  dark,  when 
we  crossed  into  the  city  with  the  advance, 
in  the  face  of  a  severe  artillery  fire,  and 
the  fire  of  the  sharpshooters  of  the  enemy, 
posted  in  adjacent  buildings .  The  regi- 
ment bivouacked  in  the  first  street  dur- 
ing the  night,  exposed  to  the  fire  of  the 
enemy's  sharpshooters,  who  still  lield  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  ci*y.  At  day- 
break we  pushed  on  through  the  town  be- 
yond its  outskirts,  and  did  picket  duty  for 
twenty-four  hours,  a  portion  of  the  time 
under  a  severe  fire  from  the  enemy's  ar- 
tillery in  front. 

On  the  morning  of  the  ISth  inst.,  we 
were  relieved  from  picket  duty,  but  sent 
almost  immediately  again  to  the  front  in 
support  of  Kirby's  Battery,  in  the  san- 
guinary battle  of  that  day.  In  the  per- 
fqjTnance  of  this  duty  the  regiment  was 
kept  under  a  tremendous  artillery  fire 
until  after  dark — fortunately  with  but 
littln  loss. 

The  coolness  and  good  conduct  of  offi- 
cers and  men  during  these  trj-ing  hours, 
was  beyond  praise.  Drawn  in  at  length, 
the  regiment  remained  for  the  night  and 
the  following  day  as  a  support  for  the  line 
of  pickets. 

On  the  night  of  the  14th  inst.  I  was  or- 
dered by  General  Howard,  (our  division 
commander,)  to  take  the  First  Minnesota 
and  four  other  regiments,  (which  had  been 
placed  under  my  command,)  and  picket 
the  most  exposed  portion  of  the  line. 
Owing  to  the  darkness  and  proximity  to 
the  enemy,  and  the  want  of  a  guide  ac- 
quainted with  the  ground,  tho  establish- 
ment of  this  line  was  a  work  of  consider- 
able difficulty  and  delicacy.  In  this 
work,  as  indeed  on  every  occasion  during 
the  entire  affair.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Col- 
ville,  Major  Adams,  and  Adjutant  Pellcr 
rendered  efficient  aid.  I  regret  here  to 
note  the  loss  of  Corporal  Irvine.*  of  com- 
pany "D,"  who  went  by  my  orders  to  re- 
connoitre a  point  in  front  of  our  right, 
where  we  could  hear  the  sound  of  en- 
trenching tools.  He  did  not  return,  and 
probably  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy . 
Finding  that  we  were  but  about  four 
hundred  yards  from  the  rifle-pits  of  the 
enemy  and  exposed  to  his  batteries  in  the 
front  and  on  the  flank,  I  sent  to  the  rear 
and  procured  spades  and  shovels  and 
caused  pits  to  be  dug  and  slight  embank- 
ments made  to  protect  the  men,  on  the 
following  day.  The  precaution  was  a  for- 
tunate one,  as  during  the  following  day 
we  had  to  endure  a  constant  fire  from  the 
enemy's  artillery  in  front,  and  an  cnfila- 
dins  fire  from  the  right.  This  at  tiaies 
was  very  severow  and  at  one  time  broke 
over  us  with  such  tremendous  force  that 
three  regiments  on  our  right  broke  and 
ran  from  the  field.  Not  a  man  in  our 
regiment  wavered. 

The  line  officers  behaved  admirably  on 
this  trying  occasion,  presenting  an  exam- 
ple of  courage  and  coolness  which  had 
the  effect  of  preserving  the  most  perfect 
order  and  steadiness  in  the  ranks.  With 
our  line  broken,  and  the  example  of  the 
flying  regiments  before  them,  enduring  a 
severe  artillery  fire,  galled  by  the  enemy's 
sharpshooters,  stationed  ia  adjacent  build- 
ing's, and  in  momentary  expectation  of  a 
charge,  it  was  a  time  to  try  the  finnness 
and  temper  of  troops,  and  well  the  men 
of  this  regiment  stood  the  ordeal. 

Wc  were  relieved  from  picket  duty 
about  9  o'clock  r.  m.,  of  the  loth  inst., 
and  after  about  an  hour's  rest  marched 
back  across  the  river  to  our  old  camp. 

The  men  had  been  five  days  and  nights 
without  laying  off  their  arms,  and  scarce- 
ly any  sleep,  still  their  buoyancy  of  spir- 
its remained  as  strong  as  ever. 

The  casualties  of  the  regiment,  fortu- 
nately, are  small.  None  killed;  three 
commissioned  officers  and  ten  enlisted 
men  wounded,  and  two  missing.  Many 
received  slight  wounds  who  continued  on 
duty  and  are  not  repor  el. 

It  is  but  justice  to  Gen.  Sully,  whose 
continued  kindness  towards  the  regiment 
daily  increases  tho  love  and  veneration 
with  which  he  is  regarded  by  the  men,  to 
state  here  that  the  emallness  of  our  loss, 
particularly  during  the  operations  of  the 
ISth  inst.,  was  owing,  in  a  great  measure, 
to  his  eminent  military  ability,  and  watch- 
ful attention  and  care  in  keeping  the  men 
Irom  unnecessary  exposure. 

Any  terms  of  praise  that  I  could  use 
would  be  poor,  should  I  attempt  to  ex- 
press my  feelings  of  satisfaction  and  pride 
at  the  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  of 
my  command,  during  this  arduous  strug- 
gle. They  have  won  additional  honor 
for  themselves  and  their  chosen  State. 

My  health  begins  to  fail  again  under 
the  severities  of  the  service  and  at  the 
earnest  recommendation  of  the  Surgeon, 
I  came  to  this  city  for  medical  advice  and 
rest.  I  expect  to  rejoin  my  regiment 
again  in  a  few  days.  I  lofl  camp  on  the 
18th  inst.

Rumors  of  French  Intervention. 

>'EW  YoKK,  Dec.  30. 
A  Washington  letter  states  that  rumors 
of  Foreign  inter^'cntion  are  quite  numer- 
ous here  at  the  present  time,  but  they 
cannot  be  traced  to  a.ny  authentic  source. 
It  is,  however,  claimed  by  many  intelli- 
gent persons,  that  Mr.  Seward  confiden- 
tially expects  the  intervention  of  tie 
French  Government  in  our  affairs,  and 
that  he  has  shaped  the  Foreign  diplomacy 
of  this  Government  of  late,  wholly  in 
reference  to  such  a  danger.

New  York,  Dec.  30. 
A  Norfolk  paper  contains  the  follow- 
ing. A  British  subject  came  here 
from  Charleston,  S.  C,  within  a  tew  days 
bringing  information  that  19  negroes  wefe 
hung  in  the  streets,  just  prior  to  his  d* 
parture.  This  occurred  in  consequence 
of  a  discovery  made  in  rather  a  singular 
manner.  The  whites  there  for  sometime 
past  have  been  closely  watching  the  move- 
ments of  the  blacks,  and  thinking  thej 
observed  an  unusual  number  of  funerals 
among  tliem,  a  white  man  disguised  him- 
self, and  following  in  one  of  the  proces- 
sions, on  arriving  at  the  burying  ground, 
he  discovered  that  the  coffin  contained 
arms  which  were  taken  and  buried  in  a 
vault  in  which  a  number  had  already  been 
deposited.  The  consequence  of  this  dis- 
covery was  the  execution  of  19  of  the  most 
intelligent  of  the  conspirators.

The     question   is   narrowed 
down  to  a  peaceable   dissolution   of   the 
Union,  or  a  bloody   revolution.     As   to 
saving  the  Union,    it  is   absurd  to   think 
about  it.     Mr.  Buchanan  could  give  peace 
and  quiet  to  the  Avliole  country  if  he  could 
only  be  induced  to  realize  the  true  condi- 
tion of  things,  and  use  his  power  and  in- 
fluence lor  a  peaceable  dissolution.      I 
know  that  his  feelings  are  right ;  but   un-

From  the  N.  Y.  Independent. 

It  i«  not  generally  known  in  the  United 
States  that  there  are  powerful  negro  na- 
tions in  Africa  in  a  state  of  civilization 
so  advanced,  that  public  schools  are  eve- 
rywhere established,  the  useful  arts  are 
p'ractlced,  manufactures  and  trade  llour- 
iih,  and  the  people  arc  friendly,  hospita- 
ble, and  eager  for  knowledge. 

Though  all  this  is  declared,  or  at  least 
intimated,  by  various  tr.avelers,  whose 
works  are  within  our  reach,  few  readers 
seem  to  have  paid  sufficient  attention  to 
them  to  have  discovered  it.  Recently, 
however,  very  interesting  evidence  of  it 
has  been  obtained  in  several  Arabic  man- 
uscrljits,  iirocurcd  by  Presidents  Roberts 
and  Benson  of  Liberia,  at  the  request  of 
a  gentleman  of  New  York ;  anil  the  mere 
sight  of  them  would  be  sulHcicnt  to  ex- 
<i"e  the  admiration  of  our  readers,  by 
the  evident  skill,  uniformity,  and  perfec- 
tion of  the  execution.  They  were  written 
at  :\Ionrovia,  by  educated  negroes  visiting 
that  place  from  the  interior. 

These  Avrltings  arc  curious  in  several 
points  of  view ;  but,  as  the  object  in  send- 
ing for  them  was  to  do  good  on  a  large 
scale,  their  practical  relation.s  are  worthy 
of  the  first  consideration.  They  afford 
luupiestlonablc  evidence  that  the  writers 
are  intelligent  and  educated  men ;  thiit 
they  are  sincere  Mohamedans,  and  desi- 
rous of  the  conversion  of  their  fellow  men 
to  their  faith.  They  speak  with  broth- 
erly kindncis  to  the  persons  who  had  re- 
(|uested  a  communication  from  them,  de- 
clared the  attributes  of  (iod  which  the 
Koran  ha"?  cojilcd  very  faithfully  from  the 
Old  Testament,  and  depict  in  forcible 
terms  the  ruined  nature  of  man,  his  expo- 
sure to  eternal  punishment,  and  the  mer- 
cy of  God  to  penitent  believers.  Even 
the  most  rigid  Protestant  Christian  must 
admit  the  orthodoxy  of  many  of  the  doc- 
trines inculc.ted,  and  the  justice  and 
force  of  the  appeals  made  to  reason,  con- 
science, and  the  Word  of  God.  The  high 
regard  for  Christ,  who  is  only  classed 
wiTh  the  prophets,  and  the  absence  of 
every  idea  of  a  Savior,  will  be  lamented ; 
but  these  and  other  evidences  of  fatal  er- 
ror will  furnish  a  most  solemn  appeal  to 
Christians  to  extend  the  knowledge  of  the 
Gospel  to  those  nations,  to  which  educa- 
tion has  opened  for  us  an  accessible  way. 
This  wag  the  end  proposed  in  procur- 
ing tliC  3iISS.,  and  they  prove  the  pr.acti- 
cabllltv  of  the  plan  referred  to,  which  is, 
to  publish  tracts  In  the  Arabic  language, 
conveying  with  Christian  knowledge  ac- 
counts ol  foreign  countries,  with  illustra- 
tive prints  and  maps,  to  acquaint  those 
vjistant  and  secluded  people  with  the  con- 
tiition  of  Christian  countries,  their  arts, 
sciences,  power,  institutions,  etc.  Their 
ignorance  of  other  p.arts  of  the  world  is 
forcibly  proved  by  a  description  of  Chi- 
na, given  in  one  of  the  MSS.,  which  is 
fabulous  and  extravagant  in  a  ludicrous 
degree.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind, 
however,  by  every  reader,  that  it  is  scarce- 
ly more  so  than  some  of  the  accounts 
contained  in  the  celebrated  **  Travels  of 
SomcrvIUe,"  which  was  the  most  popular 
book  in  the  most  civilized  countries  of 
Europe,  four  or  five  centures  ago. 

These  MSS.  have  been  exhibited  to  us 
with  the  accompanying  letters  of  Presi- 
dents Roberts  and  Benson,  and  the  trans- 
lations of  them,  kindly  made  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Isaac  Bird,  of  Hartford,  formerly 
missionary  in  Syria.  He  found  the  lan- 
guage in  which  they  were  written  to  be 
so  nearly  the  Eastern  Arabic  th.at  he  ex- 
pressed his  agreeable  disappointment, 
having  believed  the  Western  Arabic,  or 
Maugraby,  to  differ  in  more  important 
respects. 

ViG  referred  a  short  time  since  to  the 
communications  made,  about  thirty  years 
ago,  by  "Old  Paul."  a  native  of  Footili, 
respecting  the  civilized  condition  of  his 
countrymen.  These  MSS.  corroborate 
his  statements  in  some  of  the  most  import- 
ant particulars.  He  said  that  books  in 
various  African  languages  were  written  in 
Arabic  characters,  and  used  in  schools. 
Dr.  Bird  found  that  the  concluding  page 
of  one  of  the  MSS.  he  could  not  under- 
stand, and  wrote  in  its  place:  "The  re- 
maiiuler  is  evidently  in  some  African 
language." 

Various  small  publications  in  Arabic, 
already  publlshetl  by  missionaries  in  the 
East,  are  adapted  to  first  experiments  in 
West  Africa.

Scarcity  in  iVewfoandlaiid. 

Considerable  scarcity  of  food  prevails 
amongst  the  fishing  population  of  some 
f  ortlons  of  Newfoundland.  A  petition  to 
the  Governor  was  numerously  signed, 
asking  for  Government  assistance.  His 
Excellency,  Sir  Alex.ander  Bannerman, 
has,  by  the  advice  of  his  Council,  made  a 
reply,  refusing  the  request.  The  follow- 
ing is  an  extract : 

"  The  store  fishery  in  St.  John's  and 
the  neighborhood,  during  the  past  sum- 
mer, has  at  least  been  a  fair  one,  and 
those  engaged  in  it  might,  by  proper  in- 
dustry and  economy,  have  realized 
enough  for  their  winter's  support.  The 
industrious  and  frugal,  therefore  cannot 
require  Government  aid  ;  and  to  give  it  to 
the  idle  and  extravagant,  would  be  to 
show  an  open  disregard  of  those  princi- 
ple which  the  Government  have  hitherto 
asserted  and  earncstlv  sought  to  maintain, 
and  lo  return  to  a  system  of  pauper  re- 
lief, the  baneful  eflects  of  which  on  the  in- 
dependence and  energies  of  the  laboring 
classes  none  know  better  than  your- 
selves."
